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(57) Abstract: A tool for picking up 
and carrying dog dung having excellent 
aesthetic appearance, easy to carry for the 
walk of a dog, and enabling all operations 
for picking up, carrying, and discharging 
the dung to be performed at the user's 
position. At least one swing support 
part is formed at the tip of a long shank 
part extending from the holding part of 
a shank. A receiving container and a 
cover swung in the opposite direction 
for opening and closing are supported, 
near the opening parts and the peripheral 
edge parts thereof, on the swing support 
part Boss parts formed partly on the outer 
walls of the receiving container and the 
cover are connected, through links, to an 
operation rod means vertically movable 
on the shank part When the cover is 
put on the receiving container by the 
operation part of the operation rod means 
on the holding part side, the receiving 
container is faced upward to be positioned 
approximately perpendicular to the shank 
part, the receiving container and the cover 
are largely opened toward the front when 
the dung is discharged, and the receiving 
container is opened to an inclination 
suitable for picking up the dung between 
a closed position and an opened position. 
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
